ONE DAY'S CRIME. 


Yesterday was a lively day all over 
the country. The wires were loaded 
with the accounts of murders, hang- 
ings, fires and accidents. At St. Louis, 
Missouri, two men were hanged and 
next Friday two more will go through 
the scuttle. At Elmira the Sheriff 
broke the neck of another murderer. 
At New Jersey the trigger of the 
hangman's springboard | was pulled, 
throwing another poor wretch seven 
feet in the air with a rope tied to his 
top end, causing his spirit to flee 
to the other shore. His spiritual ad- 
viser succeeded in convincing him that 
his cridie had been forgiven and he 
would be received and placed oa the 
same floor with other good men. At 
Cordelia a burglar was shot and in- 
stantly killed. A man in Arizona was 
arrested for incest with his ten-year- 
old daughter. At Elmont, California, 
another man was killed. Even the 
Apaches in Arizona took a hand and 
dispatched several to the other shore. 
Cow-boys all over the country were 
on another lark, and busied them- 
selves murdering and plundering. A 
dispatch from New Orleans conveyed 
the news of a terrible fight that oc- 
curred a few days since in an Ala- 
bama village in which three men 
were killed and three more badly 
wounded. The Ashland murderers 
were hotly chased by an infuriated 
mob of citizens. Three persons were 
burned to death at Decatur, Ill. A 
wife accidentially poisoned her hus- 
band at Oakland, causing his death in 
a few minutes. New York had a 
thirty thonsand dollar fire, and a 
blaze in Philadelphia destroyed fifty 
thousand dollars worth of property. 
A pork-packing establishment in St. 
Louis valued at forty thousand dol- 
lars, was burned up. 

The new year starts off well, and 
will add an interesting page to the 
world's history.

NEW EAILROAD SCHEME. 


A New Yoak paper tells of a great 
railroad scheme which has been pro- 
jected, and in which several promi- 
‘ment men and wealthy citizens are 
taking an interest. The preposed rail- 
road is to run through Texas and Cen- 
tral America and the Isthmus of Pan- 
ama to South America, ending in Bra- 
zi John W. Mackay, the bonanza 
king of Nevada. is to be President of 
the company, and it is said that he has 
promised to devote his best energigs 
and a large part of his capital to the 
building of the road. The project is 
said to have been originated some 
years ago, by Major John A. Lynch, 
and it then received the favorable con- 
sideration of Senator David Davis, 
who gave tangible shape to the sugges- 
tion by introducing a resolution ia the 
Senate to hold a convention at Wash- 
ington, in which representatives from 
all the Central American Republics 
should be invited to participate, for 
the purpose of discussing the subject, 
and taking action by which substantial 
and harmonious cu-operition could be 
had in building such an international 


The resolution was referred 
to the Committee on Commerce, and

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Press Dispatches to Evexine Gazerrs. 


The Gulteau ‘Trial—Arguments Opened. 
Wasaineton, January 7. 
In the Gu:teau case this morning, 


Davidge opened the argument upon 
legal points, and was followed with 
the closest attention. The jury were 
teld by Judge Cox that they might be 


to remain and listen to the arguments. 

The prisoner assured counsel that 
he would not ask to take any part in 
the legal arguments to-day, but should 
insist upon makiog any comments he 
might deem necessary to set them 
right on either side as the argument 


Guiteau pretended to be reading a 
letter, but in reality followed Davidge 
with the closest attention. The few 
interruptions he made were unnoticed 
by counsel, save when Guiteau called 
out: I did not know the difference 
between right and wrong; I had no 
choice; if I had I would not have 
done it. To this Davidge said: We 
will come to that by and bye. 

The first sensation of the day was 
caused by reading of Judge Davis’ 
of New York, charge to the jury in 
the Coleman murder case, Judge 
Porter relieved Davidge and read 
from newspaper slips. 

Scoville, with some impatience, ob- 
jected to any more such dramatic ef- 
forts on the part of Porter, intended 
for effect upon the jury, and insisted 
that he (Porter) might as well read a 
stump speech to the jury. That he 
(Porter) knew it had no bearing in 
the case. 

“Of course, he proved it,” Guiteau 
shouted, aud more than that, the 
jury decided the case directly against 
the charge of the Court.” 

Judge Porter repelled the intima- 
tion, and insisted that thie farce which 
had so long been enacted by the coun- 
sel for the defense must now stop. If 
not rebuked by the Court it would be 
by others. 

Judge Cox ended the dispute by 
saying the matter read was undoubt- 
edly authority. Its applicability to 
this case could be commented upon by 
counsel at tue proper time. 

As Davidge resumed, Guiteau again 
shouted, “I want to get this thing 
right before the jury. Every one 
knows all about that Coleman case. 
The jury gave a verdict against that 
charge, and this prosecution knew it 
well.” 

The effect was electrical when Da- 
vidge in the most deliberate aod ear- 
nest manner said: “ Your Honor, this 
man for three weeks has been held up 
to us as an imbecile and now listen to 
him. He not only knows the differ- 
ence between right and wrong, but he 
understands fully the law of the case. 

Guiteau—Transitory manie— that's 
my case. I don’t pretend I'm insane 
now. I've got as good a head as you 
or Porter either. Scoville is a 
fool. I repudiate him and his en- 
tire theory of defense. All I want 
is two hours before that jury and I 
can settle this thing all right. The 
scene was a lively one for a few min- 
utes. 

Judge Cox rapped for order and 
soon Guiteau subsided, 

Davidge continued without further 
interruption to end his argument. 


Mormonism in Pennsylvania. 
UNI VIX, Pa., January 7. 
Two Mormon preachers, Ingle and 
Wilson, are now in this county, and 
tbe number of accessions to the ranks 
of polygamy is daily iocreasing. They 
have been holding revival meetings in 
the mountain towns of Fayette Co., 
and report good success. Ingles was 


born and brought upin this county. 
He afterwards drifted westward, and 
while in Utah became a disciple of 
Brigham Young.
